Boasts are made of the millions who 
have been converted to Spiritualism. 
The Catholic Church reported as early as 
1866 that nine millions had heen con- 
verted to the new religion, and Judge 
Edmonds claimed that their count had 
left at least three millions of believers 
out. On this point, as I have no statis- 
tics, I will make no claim. I will say, 
however, that whatever our success may 
have been, more than half of it is due to 
the bushwacking mode of warfare 
against us as conducted by our enemies. 
Their dodges from one to another of the 
various contradictory explanations of 
spiritual manifestations, have next to 
the manifestations themselves, been 
successful in making converts, Every 
position they have taken against Spirit- 


, ualism has waged as relentless a warfare 


against every other of the various contra- 
dictory positions as against Spiritualism 
itself. | 

Every one can see at a glance that if 


Spiritualism is of the devil it is neither 
toe-joint, koce-joint, machivery or elec- 
tricity. So if itis machinery it is neither 
of the other contradictory things so 
often urged. I might carry this illustra- 
tion to any extent, but the reader's mind 
will naturally supply the other links in 
this chain of absurdities. It is the old 
story of the lounger’s kettle, over and 
over, The kettle was broken when he 
it was whole when he re-

the old kettle anyway. 

If I might be permitted to advise the 
opposers of Spiritualism I would advise 
them to meet and agree upon some mode 
of attack, to get up some one consistent 
or inconsistent lie and stick toit, Any 
one falsehood well told and well adhered 
to is better than a dozen or more they 
have been interchanging with each other 
for near two score of years. 

When I put my pen in the ink to write 
article I did not think of writing all, 
n fact, any of the foregoing; the fact 
is, it has written itself, I intended to 
talk a little on the newest phase of the 
opposition—that presented by Madam 
Blavatsky. This woman was once a spir- 
itual medium, but now she is dipping 
pen in gall and doing her best to 
write Spiritualism down. She acknowl-

knowledge I cannot understand the 
ground of her venom unless she has her- 


self stated it on page 256 of her “Key lo 
Theosophy,” she says: “We never for- 
give those whom we have wronged.” 

Hut Blavatsky, like mauy others, is 
more vehement than truthful. She 
travels in two opposite directions. On 
page 27 she says: 

“They (the Spiritualists) maintain that 
these manifestations are all produced by 
the spirits of departed mortals, generally 
their relatives, who return to earth, they 
say, to communicate with those they 
loved or to whom they were attached. 
We deny this point blank. We assert 
that the spirits of the dead cannot return 
to earth— save in rare exceptional cases, 
of which I may speak later; nor do they 
communicate with men except by en- 
tirely subjective means.” 

On the next page she says: 

“The conscious individuality of the 
disembodied cannot materialize, nor cav 
it return from its own devachanic sphere 
to the plane of terrestial objectivity.” 

Here we have it asserted that “the 
spirits of the dead cannot return, cannot 
materialize, nor can it leave its own de- 
vachanic sphere,” etc. Now turn to 
page 251, and theu you will find the 
madam saying: 

"They (the spirits) have no material 
body, as they have left it behind; but 
otherwise they remain with all their 
principles even in astral life in our 
sphere. And such can and do communi- 
cate with a few elect ones, only surely 
not with ordinary mediums.” 

Ab, madam, your memory was too 
short! When you wrote page 151 you 
forgot what you had said on pages 27 and 
28. All this comes from allowing spleen

A large part of the phenomena that 


transpire in his presence have already 
been described through these columns, 
but we will mention them nevertheless 
—with variation. 

A big manifestation is certainly the 
manner in which the spirits manipulate 
the “trumpet.” The world would de- 
nominate this instrument or piece of 
merchandize a tin horn, a Christmas 
horn, ora fog horn. Ilowever, it may be 
-about three and a half feet in length, but 
is simply made of tin, is hollow within 
and about three inches wide at the base, 
thus no room for even an educated par- 
rot to find lodging. Now, this horn 
talks. I. e., while being held by the me- 
dium at arns length, one may holla 
couversation with a voice within the 
trumpet. That it is not ventriloquism 
was proven tothe writer most conclusive 
Yor he requested to have the trun 
pet speak or auswer his questions while 
holding it himself. It spoke just the 
same, and now some ten feet away from 
the medium, Your rambler then placed 
the trumpet on the floor and covered 
the top tightly with his band. It spoke 
just the same, only that the voice seemed 
imprisoned. He then swung the trum- 
pet in various directious, but it spoke 
just the same, only with a sort of wavy, 
tremutous vibration in the sound; and to 
crown the test the medium was speak- 
“ing at the same interval to a neighbor 
onan entirely different topic; both voices 
being heard in concert. 

Thus the ventriloquist theory is ex- 
ploded. But, suggests another skeptic, 
may not some ventriloquist be in 
hiding? Even if that was the case, how 
would the ventriloquist know where to 
pitch his voice to make it sound from 
the trumpet every time, when the roont 
is in inky darkness? Now, spirits can 
see in the dark and are thus able to find 
the trumpet though in a bag. 

That they can see in the dark was 
furthermore proven by a musical demon- 
stration. Just before closing the trum- 
pet seance, a voice from the same said, 
a Spirit would try to play on the parlor 
organ that was standing open in one 
corner of the room. After afew moments 
of silence, the bellows began to be 
plied and thereupon the organ began 1o 
play “Nearer my God to thee” It was 
not a jumble and stumble as even an ex- 
pert mortal would play were he to try 
Ube experiment in the dark, but a sweet 
accord of both treble and bass, har- 
mioniously interblended, and proved that 
the spirit player was a thorough musi- 
cian—some of the most difficult chroma- 
tic passages for both hands being in- 
troduced. And that it was not a me- 
chanical organ that may be worked by a 
crank or pedal the writer assured him- 
self of by experience. To make a test of 
it to your humble servant, it was said 
through the medium that the spirit 
player was a friend of the former, and 
while playing an illuminated emblem of 
the spirit—something by which she was 
known in earthlife—was pending over 
the organ. It was immediately recog 
nized as a symbol of an orderto which 
she once belonged. 

Later the darkness was dispelled suf- 
ficiently to see the time by a watch, and 
in this light a trumpet was seen floating 
about the room, as usual talking. This 
was regarded as the wost convincing 
impersonal test of the evening; i. e., a 
test for everybody. 

Spirits materialized as they generally 
do at these seances of Mr. Willis. One 
came to the writer, or rather called for 
him in the cabinet. The face was fami- 
liar, but the identity could not be so 
quickly recalled. Then asking the spirit 
“who are you,” the Jatter whispered the 
name of a recently departed prominent 
general. There was a resemblance, 
surely, ,onlygthat the one in question 
looked Very much younger than what 
might have been expected. That it was 
a spirit was proven by its sudden dema- 
terializing in view of your scribe. But 
the youthful appearence of the spirit can 
be accounted for in two ways. In the 

first place spirits seldom return in the 
emaciated form that they left on earth, 
and secondly they partake of the me- 
dium's wisagnetism, or are clothed in his 
astral and thus look older or younger 
according to the age of the medium--in 
the above instance the medium being 
very much younger, At all events, we 
have no reasons to doubt the spirit; and 
even if it was not the general himself, it 
was someone representing him, as it is 
often done by controls and by permis- 
sion of the spirit in question; or one 
spirit controlling another, as a spirit 
may control a mortal for identification 
and manifestation. Such was but a 
small part of the entire program of the 
evening, but we hope, interesting to the 
reader.

Two of the finest instruments for this 
phase of the phenouiena can be found in 
the persous of May and Lizzie Bangs of 
Chicago, Hl We are aware that much 
is being said in certuin quarters to dis- 
cre lit the genuineness of the manifesta- 
tions occuring through the medial pow- 
ers of these parties, and for this reason 
we shall try and be explicit in our state- 
ments, giving nothing but absolute facts 
and leaving the intelligent reader to 
forin his or her own conclusions, 

Calling at 22' Walnut st, Chicago, 
Feb. rst 1889, we asked for a sitting for 
slate writing, and was told that May 
Baugs would grant us an audience. We 
stale here that it was our first mecting 
with the medium and as we gave no 
name, are sure she could not have known 
anything in regard to ourself. We 
fraukly told her we were not skeptical 
but nevertheless proposed to keep our 
eyes and ears open, a proposition to 
which she Inughingly said, “That’s all 
right.” It was about 10:30 a. m., and a 
bright clear morning. 

We sat at a table not more than six 
feet from a Jarge window through which 
the street was plainly visible as there 
was no attempt to durken the rooni or to 
even soften the light. Handing us a 
tablet about 3 by G inches in size, we 
were asked to write four questions on 
separate leaves and fold them, and she 
would leave the rooni while the questions 
were being prepared. ‘This she did, and 
we wrote and folded each question to 
about the width of one half inch and 
again folded them in the center, bring- 
ing the euds of the paper together: 
Each question wa» treated in precisely 
the same manner, after which we closed 
our eyes and mixed them up which 
made it absolutely impossible for any 
human being to distinguish any dif 
ference between them. Taking a slate 
and putting a small bit of peucil upon it, 
the medium with her right hand placed 
it under the table saying, “we will see if 
any of your friends are here.” We 
plainly heard the writing and upon tak- 
ing the slate from under the table, there 
appeared upon the surface, “Your friends 
are here, and will communicate with 
you.” This was signed George. 

We were then requested to take one 
of the prepared questions in our hand, 
which we did, holding it in the left hand, 
while the right was placed upon the 
table. We sat at the side of the table 
while the medium was at the end and on 
our right. Holding the slates as before 
in her right hand, she placed her left 
elhow upon the table and rested her 
head upon her hand. The writing com- 
menced immediately and the message 
was as follows: 

Dear Will, I come to you to-day with intense 
love and greeting. I loved you while here in 
the earthly form, aud now that [am a spirit, I 
love you with a greater love than that of earth. 
And it is for this love-that F turn from the beau- 
tiful paths before me to teach you of the beauti- 
fil paths beyond. There ia but a veil of the 
miterial between this mortal sphere and our 
sririt realm, and by your continued investiga- 
(ons. you will see mere ctearly ints our spirit- 
tal home. Your loving wife Maxy HODGE. 

Upon opening the pellet held in our 
hand, we found the question, “Dear 
Mary, can you give me greeting from 
the spirit side?” Holding another ques- 
tion in our hand we immediately heard 
the sound of writing, while the medium 
said: “Over your head I see the letters, 
M. A. N. O. R. T. H. R. O. P, Upon tak- 
ing out the slate we found the niessage: 

My kind friend Will: This is indeed a grent 
pleasure for me to come to you and communi- 
cate in this way. I was Interested in you while 
in the mortal furni, nnd ain none the leas so 
now that Lam a spirit. T have been with you 
many times in apirit and tried to guide you, 
There ia a change for you in the near future, 
which will result much is your favor,

Upon opening the pellet, we found the 
question; “M. A. Northop, Esq. Reliev- 
ing you interested in my welfare, can 
I have a word from you?" The next 
question was directed to E, V. Wilson, 
as follows: “E, V. Wilson are you still 
interested in yours, fraternally, Will C. 
lodge,” This elicited the following re- 
sponse:

These messages were produced under 
the conditions named, There was no 
possibility of collusion or even mind 
reading, as we could by no possibility 
know the cortents of the pellets ourself 
unti! opened, and the medium did uot 
even touch them during the entire se- 
ance. The prediction made by my wife 
in her last message was most gloriously 
fulfilled the following April and May, 
while living in Topeka, Kas., where we 
twice saw and conversed with our tom- 
panion face to face in the open air, and 
once in a hall filled with people at Fair- 
mount, Kas. The prediction made by 
Capt. Northrop, was fulfilled on the 4th 
day of the following March. We wish to 
say a word in regard to the powers of 
Lizzie Bangs as a slate writing medium 
who’ has given equal satisfaction to a 
number of intimate friends, among 
them a prominent physician and level- 
headed business man who. at n sitting 
with this medium, was allowed to use 
his own slate which he tied in his pocket 
handkerchief, aud putting in a small 
piece of pencil, hung the slate upon the 
gass jet, beyond the reach of hiniself or 
the medium. While hanging there, 
writing was plainly heard going on, and 
an oscillating or swaying motion of the 
slate was plainly discernable. When the 
writing ceased our friend removed the 
handkerchief, and upon the slate was a 
long aud pertinent message signed by 
his spirit mother, while in one of the 
corners, was a representation of a full 
blown rose, in the center of which was 
the name of his little boy, also on the 
spirit side of life. He avers that the me- 
dium did not even touch the slate dur- 
ing progress of the manifestation and he 
is a man whose word would be unques- 
tioned by all who know him. He, like 
myself was an entire stranger, aud in 


this case at least there were no curtains! many creeping and swimming things mail, 


behind which confederates could have 
coucealed themselves, and produced a 
swinging motion of the slates. An ex- 
planation which a certain party claiming 
to be a Spiritualist seems desirous of es- 
tablishing in the minds of the people. 
This plain narration of psychic ex- 
periences may not be sufficently scien- 
tific to meet the demands of Modern 
Boston, Clergymen who evidently think 
themselves capable of solving all mys- 
teries in behalf of themselves and the 
rest of mankind, but there are facts, and 
facts are stubborn things. 


OUR QUESTION DEPARTMENT. 

Who are our spirit friends, guides, controls, 

etc., und in what relation do they stand lo us? 
NEOPHYTE. 

Some spirits are so far away or so di- 
vorced from their mortal friends by cou- 
ditions and environment that it is almost 
imposible to reach them, and then only 
by impression or inspiration through 
which to convey a suggestion or a feel- 
ing of hope to encourage them in their 
daily toil. 

This is not only the case among non- 
Spiritualists, but among Spiritualists aud 
even mediums as well. It is not always 
our nearest and dearest friends that sur- 
round us, or that our daily companions, 
and controls, but spirits of our own cate- 
gory—spirits who are attracted to us by 
present tastes, habits, desires, and often 
ambitions. Our most beloved spirit 
friends are frequently separated from us 
because they have oulgrowu earthly con- 
ditions too far to be attracted to the 
earth's sphere directly, and thus bave to 
reach us through intermediary spirits— 
spirit mediums or such who were me- 
dims or miediumistic in earth life and 
have continued their profession in spirit 
life for the benefit of other spirits and 
morlals whom they control, and through 
which means they too are preparing 
themselves for a higher aud better state. 
And there are also some who have not 
yet attained to our condition or spiritual 
unfoldment as individualized beings, and 
who too find il dificult to communicate 
with us directly, having to resort to im- 
pression, if potent enough in will-power 
to do so, and if not, to send word 
through our controling agents. The 
latter however is not often the case, for 
spirits are even more sensitive about 
encroaching upon society higher than 
themselves, than mortals are--except in- 
vited by a feeling of sympathy and good 
fecliug aud thus shield the spirit from

embarrassment in the prescuce of the 
mortal’s controls or untural attractions. 

OF course, many have Indian guides 
and would question this assertion, But 
are they sure of being higher in spirit, 
morally considered, if not intellectually, 
than these attractions? Phe human 
soul is gauged by mental and moral 
force of potency. Some are mentally or 
intellectually high but fack in moral 
force—i, e., in the so-culled love develop- 
ment while others have n surplus of 
moral foace (love) to counterbalance the 
luck of meutat force. 

Iudian guides are educated in spirit 
for such work and furnished to mediums 
at a compensation, this being generally 
paid by the medium or the latter's sur- 
roundings; ond if unable to obtain it 
there, at schools controlled by a higher 
order of apirils, which occounts for the 
absence of controls at times for hours. 

Of course, we hive onr natural attrac: 
tions despite this protecting control 
These are invited to our spirit body---our 
character jn which are stored the forces 
that move the animal in us—that nni- 
mates us ucgntively, as il were--the spirit 
body containing the negative and the 
soul the positive forces, as love, gen- 
erosity, humility, purity of thought, and 
the moral principles generally. Indian 
controls have nothing todo with either 
of these. They nre present lo protect 
the physical body (which is one with the 
spirit in sensation or feeling as long as 
alive) and thus to prevent suflering that 
wncongenial influenc.s exert on the hody, 
of course through the spifit, as this is 
the real sensorium, So in protecting the 
body, these controls protect the spirit as 
well, But not from our characteristics 
or weaknesses, passions or evils. These 
are as distinct from our sensibilities or 
feelings (sight, hearing, smelling, tasting, 
dingnosiug, psychometrizing, etc.) as 
water is from alcohol. 

Our characteristics therefore bring us 
in accord with our natural sphere of the 
spirit world. Whatever class of spirits 
come to us through our bodily controls or 
during the absence of the latter, will be 
our companions should we pass over just 
about that time. According to these we 
may study self. Whatever they are we 
are~-good, bad or indifferent, in the 
spiritual scale. And if they cannot mani: 
fest through our own mediumsbip or 
other mediums, try a spirit photographer. 
The faces shown on the delicate photo. 
grapher's plate generally indicate one’s 
spiritual states or sphere—each face re- 
presenting a characteristic, passion, evil 
or vice—good or bad quality, and from 
which we may study further and govern 
ourselves accordingly. 

Such are the deductions made from ú 
mediumistic experience, and those who 
doubt it, let them try it to be convinced. 
Experience teaches and such is know: 
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To the Pure all is Pure.

More than three score and ten years 
ago I lived near a pond in which dwelt

$20 nor less than $5, or be {imprisoned not more 
than ten days, or both, as the court may direct.

ONLY A ROBE, A PALM, AND A 
SONG!

Recently I received a letter from an 
early and dear friend, from whom, in the 
course of human events, [ somehow be- 
came separated until recently, when a 
simple circumstance brought us again 
into knowledge of each other, aud also 
pleasant communion. A tangible thread 
of intense orthodoxy characterized her 
truly kind, newsy letter. 

The poiut upon which I wish to dwell 
afew monients with you is wherein she 
touchingly refers to my beloved 
“second” mother and my reflections 
thereupon. She concludes with these 
eulogistic words: “I have no doubt 
whatever that she now has her white 
robes on, and with a palm in her hand, 
is singing, ‘Worthy is the Lamb! ete.”” 
Only a palm! An external robe and a 
monotonous song! Is this all the re- 
compense awarded to a soul so patient, 
so self-sacrificing, so conscientious, so 
uofaltering, that for years she “bore the 
burden and heat of life's day,” a strong 
counsel for my father, the uncomplain- 
ing, unfalteriug ministrant to three as 
sturdy, impetuous, fun-loving step-chil- 
dren, through infancy, to their “teens,” 
as ever breathed and thrived? Was she 
not a physical as well as a mental slave 
to her family, wearing the yoke of pov- 
erly and consequent submission and de- 

pnvation—so common in those early 
days? And is that all that was offered 
her out of the ‘eternal fullness” for her 
self-abnegation, her cherished hopes, her 
ardent desires, her human rights, that 
she might the more faithfully and bon- 
orably fill the position she had chosen? 
An indiscriminate devotion to duty, that 
at this distant day its contemplation fills 
my soul with grateful admiration and 
my eyes with sympathetic, loving tears’ 
Only a palm! What was that to ber? 
On earth it would have attracted no 
more than ber passing notice. “White 
robes!” Had she much desired them, she 
could have been procured here. ler 
willing hands always provided them for 
her children. And a perpetual song! 
Ah, yes! That comes nearer. Perhaps 
therein she might find temporary satis- 
faction—could ‘she have selected her 
song. She was asweet singer, and she 
loved to sing. But she didn't want to 
sing always—never ceasing! Hers was 
an active, enterprising, helpful nature, 
that enjoyed imparting as well as receiv- 
ing the manifold blessings of life. 
Oh! if I thought that the recompense 
of such a career was the gift only of such 
empty, meaningless tokens, I would 


pursues his studies into natural philos- 
ophy or mathematics. This first demon- 
stration of life was a plank, thrown into 
the ocean of human thought, large 
enough for all to stand on who were 
then ready to grasp the newly demon- 
strated truth.

THE MONEY QUESTION. 
To the Editor of The Hetter Way. 

In your issue of January 31,1 notice 
an article entitled “The Money Ques 
tion.” Full no doubt, as its author 
thinks, of suggestions of profound wis- 
dom. How full of superstition we are 
and how do we see it cropping out in 
places even where we least expect it. 
From the part gold has played in the 
world it is not wonderful that it should 
be regarded with superstitious venera- 
tion, aud that the unthinkiug people 
should regard it as having peculiar at- 
tributes and virtues. But when we think 
amoment we must acknowledge that 
value is dependent upon use and that 
the value of yold arises mostly from 
almost universal money use. Now, 
money use is legally acquired, that is, 
comes from "Be it enacted:” hence, any 
thing that can perform the use receives 
the value. In your point on silver, let 
us reverse the situation. Suppose that 
all the nations of the earth should say 
that silver should be allowed unlimited 
and unrestricted money use, while gold 
could only be used in small amounts, or 
in restricted quantities, whut would be 
the result? The use of silver being in- 
creased, its value would at once enhance, 
while the use of gold being restricted, 
its value would at once decline. This 
proposition is so self-evident that I won- 
der that the goldites have held their way 
as tong as they have. 

Suppose Cougress should pass a law 
that the people could use only corn for 
bread, what would be the elect on the 
price of wheat and corn? Wheat dis- 
credited, would beg for a market and de- 
cline in value, while corn given an in- 
creased use, would at once advance in 
price. Itis one of the A B C proposi- 
tions in finance that the value of a dol- 


lar does not depend upon the value of 


the material out of which the dollar is 
made, but upon the number of dollars in 
use. This is evident when we see cir- 
culating side by side three different dol- 
lars. The material out of which the gold 
one is made will sell for 100 cents; that 
of the silver one for, say 75 cents, while 
that of the paper one for p). And yet 
we have seen the greenback dollar sell 
for 103 cents as compared with gold.
